She was not acquainted with 
Byron personally, but, after her death, her husband was so 
impressed by what she had written that he wrote to Byron 
and sent him her writings. Byron’s letter is in reply : 

. Indisputably the firm believers in the Gospel have a great 
advantage over all others—for this simple reason—that if true they 
have their reward hereafter, and if there be no hereafter they can be 
but with the infidelin his eternal sleep—having had the assistance of 
an exalted hope—through life—without subsequent disappointment— 
since (at the worst for them) ‘‘out of nothing, nothing can arise ”’—
